1. ON AUGUST 2, A DELEGATION COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
THE GUINEAN GOVERNMENT AND THE PRIVATE INVESTORS IN THE COM- 
PAGNIE DE BAUXITE DE GUINEA (CBG) WAS AT KAMSAR TO CELEBRATE 
THE DEPARTURE OF THE FIRST SHIPLOAD OF BAUXITE MINED BY CBG. 
GUINEA WAS REPRESENTED BY MIN OF THE DOMAINE OF THE ECONOMY 
AND FINANCE ISMAEL TOURE AND MINISTER OF MINES MOHAMED LAMINE 
TOURE. CBG PRESIDENT KEITH WALKER CAME FROM PITTSBURGH. NO 
DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATIVES WERE INVITED TO ATTEND WHICH IN THE 
CASE OF THIS EMBASSY WAS SURPRISING IN VIEW OF THE USAID LOAN 

TO OFAB WHICH PUTS THE US IN A SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP TO THE 
PROJECT. 

2. THE DATE AUGUST 2 WAS CHOSEN FOR THE CEREMONY BY PRESIDENT 
TOURE BECAUSE IT WAS PRACTICAL AND COINCIDED WITH THE 5TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE GUINEAN CULTURAL REVOLUTION. IN SPEECHES 
REBROADCAST ON THE VOICE OF THE REVOLUTION THE TWO MINISTERS 
PRAISED THE COOPERATION OF THE PRIVATE PARTNERS AND SPENT AN 
INORDINATE AMOUNT OF TIME REASSERTING THEIR LOYALTY TO THE 
REVOLUTION AND ATTACKING THE THREE ISMS. 
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3. THE FIRST SHIP DEPARTED WITH 18,000 MT OF BAUXITE FOR
